Capture of Dr, W. H. Farner. 

We have been requested by a fmend of Dr Far- 
ner’s, in this city, to publish the following account 
of hig capture by the enemy, as reports have been in 
circulation tbat he deserted, and we coucerve it but 
au act of jnstice to Dr Farner, who is woll Lnownin 
thig neighborhood, to give his own statement of the 
aifair, which was writtenin penc, and sont toa 
friend in this city, by some unknown hands. 

The letter is dated, Point near Jackson, Miss., May 
6th, and says? 

’*® Doubtless, ere this roaches you, you will have 
heard of my capture, by the Ysnkees, at the battle 
near Franklin, La Some of my friends will probably 
cansure me for going on the field, when my place 
was in the rear; but learning that Col, Reilly was 
wounded, nothing, you know, would keep mo from 
going to hisassistance Expecting to find him at the 
place I had left him, less than an hour before, I hese 
toned hi that direction, only to find myself completo- 
iy scr ouisd by the age After several shota, 

ding escape impossible, I surrendered to an ofii- 
ter. During that day I made every effort for permis- 
sion to return to the command, and pledged my word 
of honor, that after the wounded were attended to, 1 
would give myself up again This waa refused. I 
was sent to New Orleans with Dr. TayJorand several 
others, where I was confined in prison, On Betur- 
day last we weré paroled and sent to Port Hudson. 
We ley one day at Baton Rouge, wheré we gaw šev- 
eral hundred negroes dressed in fine Federal uni- 
forms, with gay feathers, and wearing swords, with 
whitegloves on their hanta, lying around on piles or 
lumber and loge, Hke so many Alligators sunning 
themselves, The white officers associated with them 
on térms of perfect equality—indeed, the negroes 
seemed to besn improvement on the Yankeo, Pass- 
ing on to Port Hndson, we remnined there over night; 
Iwas then ordered to Jackson, and arrived at this 
point in timo to learn that city\had fallen, and that 
the Faderals were between me sud Gen. Johnston. 
I will, doubtless, be able to get throngh in afew days, 
and will then leave for Taylors cominand and rejoin 
our forces I may say in extenuation of my désire 
to afford aid to Co) Reilly, on the field, that I loved 
him ase brother, To our country, bia loss is great— 
to our brigade, ftreparable He now fills the grave 
of a Christian Soldier.
